Shanghai shall immediately revise 

the schedule adopted in 1918 so that 

the custom duty shall be an effective 

5 per cent.

within six months thereafter, 


A special conference, the agree- 
ment provides, composed of the Pow- 
ers, shall meet within three months 
in China at China's request to pre- 
pare the way for the abolition of the 
likin (internal tax), with a view to 
granting China the right to levy sur- 
taxes of 2% per cent on necessaries 
and 5 per cent on luxuries. 


For the purpose of keeping the 
tariff schedule up to date, thus as- 
suring an effective rate, the agree- 
ment provides for a revision at the 
end of four years and again every 
seven years thereafter. No mention 
is made of restoring to China auton- 
omy over her tariff. 

At the Chinese-Japanese conversa- 
tion yesterday on Shantung, 
agreement reached Saturday to re- 
store to China the administration of 
the Kiaochow leasehold, together 
with all documents necessary for its 
administration, formally was adopt- 
ed. This leaves only the question of 
mines and salt fields to be disposed 
of, with the exception of the ques- 
tion of control of the Tsingtao-

NE night during the week I sat

and sweetness, who seemed to know 
all values except one—the value of 
a dollar. 

Years ago she married a wealthy 
man.

There 
was nothing more to wish for, since 
every wish was fulfilled almost for 
the asking. <A life of luxury and 
ease and beauty. 

There she was in her home sur- 
rounded by lovely friends but shut 
out from the working world. This 
woman of refinement and beauty 
rarely asked any questions about 
business.

She never inquired about the goose 
that laid the golden eggs, for she 
always reckoned it to be a sturdy 
bird who had found the secret of 
longevity. 

And money was spent lavishly, 
even on trifles.

- What a sad thing it iss How much 
more difficult ft is for this woman, 
unaccustomed to hardships and the 
grind. How terrible it is for her to 
look back on what might have been.

Perhaps she suffers more than one 
who never has lived the life of lux- 
ury that was hers. Yet this is true 
as well in the home of modest 
means. 

The woman who spends here does 
know more about the value of money 
and if she doesn’t she could educate 
herself. The wise woman will nev- 
er leave it entirely to her husband— 
the business of saving—will even 
deny herself something wants. 

It is very comforting to think of 
the nest-egg that is safely settled in 
some bank. It may not core from 
the golden goose, but it was not so 
easily secured and therefore more 
to be watched.
